WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense Thomas S. 
Gates Jr, said today the Soviet 
Union “would simply be invit- 
ing” destruction if it attacked 
this country. 


Although the Russians are ex- 
pected to have ‘‘a moderate nu- 
merical superiority” in missiles 
in the next three years, this ad- 
vantage will fall ‘far short of 
providing rational support for a 
decision to attack’’ the United 
States, Gates told a Senate Ap- 
propriations subcommittee.

000.000 defense appropriation 
bill. : 

Gates said that if he had all 
the money he wanted, he wouldn’t 
spehd any more on missiles “at 
thig time.” He also said it would 
be “incorrect” to step-up the 
Atlas and Titan long-range mis- 
sile programs now when newer- 
typé missiles might prove to be 
better.

The company still owes the 
Government $12,100 on the loan. 
The loan was expedited at the 
request of Joe Oxenhafidler, a 
Democrat and chairman of the 
St. Louis County Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. The re- 
quest for a loan had been turned 
down by the SBA previously. 

Moyer said he could not recall 
details of the Goldwasser loan 
nor the reason why the previous 
application had been denied.

Most homemakers know that 
breakfast should always pro- 
vide a start on the daily needs 
of vitamin C in the form of 
citrus fruits or tomato juice, an 
energy .and protein food such 
as whole grain or fortified 
cereal or bread, and a high 
animal protein food such as 
milk, meat or eggs. The trick

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Four Months Later’ 


Four months have passed since the Camp 
David meetings betwéen President Eisen- 
hower and Premier Khrushchev, and three 
months are to come before the great powers’ 
summit meeting. Will the good will engen- 
dered in September endure until May? Un- 
fortunately, the evidence at this point suggests 
that smiles do not create agreements. 


At Camp David, the American and Soviet 
leaders decided on a renewal after a Iopse of 
seven years of negotiations over payment of 
Russia’s wartime lend-lease debt. Last week 
the new talks broke down. The Russians in- 
sisted on removal of American trade restric- 
tions as part of their payment deal, and 
Ambassador Charles E. Bohlen objected to 
introducing this extraneous issue into the 
talks : 


At Camp David, Mr. Eisenhower and Mr.. 
Khrushchev reached an apparent understand- 
ing to leave the Berlin issue dormant until 
the West attended a summit meeting. But on 
three occasions in two months, Khrushchev 
has returned to threats that Russia might act 
unilaterally on the German question. 

~ « 


There are other indications that the relaxa- 
tion of Camp David has been replaced with 
growing tension. The West’s insistence on 
inspection even for the smallest underground 
blasts has met Russian resistance, stalling 
the Geneva talks on nuclear test suspension. 
Meanwhile Russia has been dramatizing its 
missile prowess, firing one dramatic shot 
into the Central Pacific and, as CIA Director 
Allen Dulles has just confirmed, expanding 
its stock of ocean-spanning rockets. 

Hence from the evidence, it appears that 
much of the amiability which was at least a 
surface product of the Camp David meeting 
has evaporated. What is left is the agreement 
to hold summit talks, and disagreements on a 
wide range of grave issues which the summit 
conferees must talk about.

Because of this situation, the Eisenhower 
Administration which participated in the 
good-will build-up is now reported attempting 
to prepare public opinion for fossible dis- 
appointment. The next few weeks are ex- 
pected to bring repeated warnings from high 
officials against expecting too much from the 
summit meeting. : 

The Administration has blown hot and cold, 
mostly cold, on summit prospects before now. 
At present cautionary advice is only realistic. 
But the American people were not, we think, 
unduly misled by the smiles of Camp David, 
nor will they suddenly succumb to a new 
atmosphere of gloom. ‘ 

What the public will expect is a review of 
the position on which the United States will 
stand at the summit. Good-will diplomacy, 
clearly, is not a substitute for practical 
diplomacy based on hard work, adaptable 
policies and strength. - 


Financing Without Pain 

How times change! The $3,000,000 city 
pay-and-pension package recommended to the 
Aldermen by the Board of Estimate surely. 
would have caused a financial crisis of the 
most acute proportions a year ago. The sum 
is the equivalent of a 20-cent levy on prop- 
erty. But thanks to the willingness of voters 
to double the earnings tax, an essential ex- 
penditure of this magnitude can be absorbed 
with relative ease. What is more, it can be 
absorbed at the same time that some taxes 
are being cut. | 

The prospective earnings tax surplus in the 
fiscal year beginning next April will run to 
about $3,700,000 even after the pending pay 
rise and pension plans have been financed. 
And this suggests to us that now is tlie time 
to consider seriously using a portion of that 
‘surplus to end toll-taking on the MacArthur 
bridge, as the city will be forced to do when 
the state puts up a free bridge at Poplar 
street. 

The MacArthur bridge now brings in 
$1,000,000 a year. If tolls were eliminated 
the earnings tax surplus would be cut to 
$2,700,000. But that still would permit a 19- 
cent reduction in property taxes, say; or con- 
sideration could be given to reducing such 
nuisance taxes as those on gasoline and cig- 


arettes. The point is that the bridge could be ~ 


free and that substantial tax cuts could be 
passed along at the same time.

A College for 1973 ~ 

St. Louisans .with children now reaching 
school age ought to be interested in 1973. By 
that year their children will be ready for 
education beyond the high school. But by that 
year, also, the demand on present colleges and 
post-secondary institutions will have grown 
two or three times. How will everyone who 
wants or deserves better education be able to 
obtain it? 

This was the question underlying the ex- 
haustive survey by the Committee on Higher 
Educational Needs of Metropolitan St. Louis. 
In looking at existing schools in this city and 
St. Louis county and adjacent Missouri and 


for educated citizens, the committee discov- 
ered two essential facts about 1973. 

One is that the number of residents of this 
area of college age will have doubled by that 
time. The other is that up to 218 per cent 
more young people will want to go beyond 
high school with their education. 

The committee has now suggested several 
answers to its question, but the principal one 
is to establish a St. Louis College Area or 
District. The district would absorb Harris 
Junior College and then expand to provide a 
four-year program. While the committee also 
suggests means of helping private institutions 
to meet the surging demand upon them, it 
recognizes that they cannot accept the whole 
task. The ratio of college enrollments be- 
tween private and public institutions which 
is now 45-55 in Missouri will change to 30-70 
by 19783. 

Financial support for a college district would 
come from tuition fees, state aid and local 
revenue. The usual source of district funds, 
as well as school funds, is the property tax. 
And if nobody likes new taxes, citizens can 
at least recognize that it would be less costly 
for their communities to combine resources 


than to proceed separately. The alternative 


is not to proceed at all. 

St. Louis area residents have recently shown 
little disposition to approve the metropolitan 
district idea, but the College Area offers a 
district with a difference. It would have 
about as much resemblance to the defeated 
metropolitan plan as a school district has to 
a city government? Ht would, in fact, be a 
logical extension of all school districts of the 
area to support the kind of college which none 
could support alone. 

The answer to the committee’s proposition 
will depend on how much St. Louisans believe 
in advanced education, not only for 1973, but 
also for the foreseeable future. 


The Issue Is Regulation 


The suggestion that billboards have no 
right to exist, offered in today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion, may strike readers as ex- 
treme, but it is no more extreme than the 
outdoor advertisers’ position that billboards 
have a right to exist unhampered by serious 
public control. 

Howard Gossage, an advertising man in 
San Francisco, contends that billboards in- 
vade the right to privacy in a manner dif- 
ferent from any other form of advertising. 
But Congress was interested in a different 
form of billboard invasion when it offered 
bonuses to states conforming to federal bill- 
board standards along interstate highways. 
On these new routes, billboards will exploit 
an advertising opportunity which the public 
is providing and paying for, simply by build- 
ing the roads. 

So far the billboard lobby has proved too 
strong in most legislatures for proponents of 
regulation. Herein Missouri, the outdoor ad- 
vertising interests opposed a Highway Com- 
mission bill with a bill of their own, and 
wound up happily with no bill at all. But the 
struggle is not over. Extreme claims to free- 
dom for billboards could induce an extreme 
reaction by the public, and the public interest 
in this matter is unquestionable and over- 
riding. 


Showboat Trouper

How to Look at Billboards 


Public Should Not Have to Look at Them at All, One Advertising Man Contends 


Howard Gossage in 
Harper’s Magazine 


It is so strange that billboards exist 
at all that the current controversy 
about whether outdoor advertising 
should be allowed along federal high- 
ways achieves the unreality of a de- 
bate on whether witch-burning should 
be permitted in critical fire areas. 


Why do you suppose this is? It must : 


be that billboards have somehow ac- 
quired an easement across our minds 
as they have gained squatter’s rights 


on our visual air> 


space, Outdoor ad-

advertising. Awareness of this fate 
seems to elude the sstill-embattled 
principals, i. e., the public and the 
outdoor industry, as it is called in the 
trade. (‘‘The outdoor.industry,”’ what 
a splendid name!) 


Almost the only argument against 
outdoor advertising one ever seems to 
hear is that it blocks out the scenery 
and is unsightly. This isn’t a bad 
point, but it isn’t as good as you might 
suppose. The industry is quick to‘an- 
swer that less than 10 per cent of all 
outdoor advertising is in open country- 
side, outside of developed areas. 

As to unsightliness, the industry can 
prove that its billboards are well con- 
structed and well maintained. The in- 
dustry naturally also sticks up for the

design values of the posters them- 


selves. It is right; the designs are the 
best money can buy. Truly, from an 
aesthetic point of view, it is hard to 
see that most billboards are inferior 
to the property they obscure. 

“Do you see why it is a mistake to 
attack outdoor advertising on aesthetic 
grounds? The row then becomes a

The other thing wrong with the 
aesthetic line of attack is its utter 
irrelevancy. What a billboard looks 
like has nothing to do with whether it 
ought to be there.

_ prise. Its reaction is that of an old-time

dared to fence in his potato patch. 

Outdoor advertising is, of course, a 
business;‘and as such would ordinarily 
have a strong case against inroads on 
its domain. However, there is a very 
real question whether it has title to 
its domain. Outdoor advertising is 
peddling a commodity it does not own, 
and without the owner’s permission: 
your field of vision. 

But doesn’t everything visible vio- 
late one’s air space? Not at all. Visi- 
bility is not the only consideration. 
The. Taj Mahal, street signs, the

ever they may intrude on the eye 
are not where they are merely to 
waylay your gaze; they have other 
functions as well.

This brings us to Outdoor’s (as it is 
known in the trade) second line of 
defense. It is this; What threatens 
outdoor advertising threatens all ad- 
vertising; what discriminates against 
one advertising medium discriminates 
against all advertising media. These 
propositions are interesting to me as 
an advertising man, and I would like 
to dissect them. 


First, what is the difference between : 
seeing an ad on a billboard and seeing - 


an ad, even the same ad, in a maga- 
zine? The answer, in a word, is per- 
mission—or, in three words, freedom 
of choice. Through a sequence of vol- 
untary acts you have given the maga- 
zine advertisement permission to be 
seen by you. 

The same is true of advertisements 
in newspapers. It is also true of radio 
and television commercials, though in 
a different way, I'll admit. Arthur C. 
Clarke, in Holiday, likened TV viewers 
to “readers who have become recon- 
ciled to the fact that the fifth page of 
every book consists of an advertise- 
ment which they are not allowed to 
skip.” The fact is that Mr. Clarke and 
you are allowed to skip—to another 
channel, to Dr. Frank Baxter, or to 
bed; you can turn it off entirely. Or 
you can throw the set out the window. 
You cannot throw U.S. 40 out the win- 
dow, especially if you are on it. Nor 
can you flip a billboard over. Or off. 
No such parity or tit-for-tat or fair ex- 
change exists in outdoor advertising. 

Do laws that discriminate against 
outdoor advertising discriminate 
against every other advertising medi- 
um? The answer is yes—if you regard 
Outdoor as an advertising medium, 
which I don’t. 

It is not an advertising medium; it 
is isolated advertising. An advertis- 
ing medium is a medium which inci-

The commission, which heard 
testimony in public hearings 
from Basilio as well as his co- 
managers, ruled that the man- 
agers’ attempted explanations. of 
these payments was “‘a thin tis- 
sue of fabrication which this 
commission refused to accept. | 


De John and Netro had testi- — 


fied that each made payments 
to Genovese withoutk nowledge 
of the other. 

The commission did not pena- 
lize Basilio in any way, but or- 
dered him not to give De John 
and Netro any further shares in 
his boxing earnings. It said it 
found the activities of the two 
co-managers ‘‘detrimental to the 
interests of boxing generally and 
in the judgment of the commis- 
sion detrimental to the public 
interest, convenience, and nec- 
essity.”

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He Climbed 54 Mountains in 53- 


He Set Record Scaling 14,000-Foot Peaks in 


Washington U. Student Tells How 


Of the Post-Dispatch Staff 


CLEVELAND McCARTY, a 
young man from Denver who is 
attending the School of Dentistry 
at Washington University, made 
mountain climbing history last 
summer. 

What he did was climb Colo- 
rado’s fifty-four 14,000-foot peaks 
in 53 days, a feat never before 
accomplished by a mountaineer. 
He finished his record-breaking 
climb Aug. 30, after having cov- 
ered more than 400 miles afoot 
up and down) and 


feat and about mountain climb- 
ing in general. McCarty is 26 
years old, stands six feet, four 
inches, and likes to be called 
“Cleve,” not ‘‘Mac.” 

He started climbing when he 
was about 10 years old. He 
doesn’t climb mountains for what 
has become the classical reason, 
“because they're there.”” He 
grew up in Colorado, where the 
mountains were readily availa- 
ble, and he just likes to climb 
things. “When I was a kid,” he 
says, “I was the best tree-climb- 
er in the neighborhood.” Fur- 
thermore, it’s an exhilarating 
sport and very good exercise, he 
added. 


At boys’ camps in Colorado, 
leaders usually take the young- 
sters mountain climbing, just as 
they take them fishing, boating 
or swimming here. Climbing is 
the major activity. 

McCarty started climbing at a 
boys’ camp in Estes Park when 
he was 10, It wasn’t until he was 
15, however, that he ever “‘put a 
rope on.”” That’s when you start 
vertical climbing, as compared 
with ordinary climbing. 

As he grew up he tackled 
tougher mountains. One of his 
first really difficult climbs, he 
recalls, was Mount Agathla in 
northern Arizona. It’s been de- 
scribed as ‘“‘a vertical pile of 


‘brick without mortar.” It rises 


about 1200 feet from a desert 
floor and it’s very undependable. 
“It's made of loose, crumbly 
rock,” he explained, ‘‘and you're 


climbing? “I learned from a 
climber who knew more than I 
did,” McCarty said. ‘“‘Instruc- 
tors are few and far between. 
Mountain climbing clubs usually 
have an instructor, but if you 
don’t belong to a club you either 
get an experienced climber to 
help you, or you start the hard 
way—just go out and do it.” 

McCarty doesn’t advise this, 
however. There’s more to moun- 
tain climbing than just working 
your way skyward. “Actually,” 
he says, “climbing is something 
that is natural to everyone. Every 
normal youngster starts trying 
to climb things by the time he’s 
a year old. And the actual move- 
ments are simpler than a sport 
like, say, skiing, which isn’t a 
natural thing but something you 
have to acquire. 

“However, in mountain climb- 
ing you have to learn. perfect 
balance in motion. You have

thing like ski boots, but they’re 
more flexible, McCarty explained, 
and they have rubber composition 
soles like a tractor. 

Climbers used to use hobnail 
boots, he said, but you don’t see 
much of them any more. Hob- 
nails are good on stretches of 
ice or wet moss, but they’re a 
hazard on rock. To compensate 
you carry a pair of crampons, 
which are detachable spikes 
which can be clamped on the 
boots when needed. Then there 
is a piton, a foot-long iron spike 
with an eye in one end. To the 
eye you attach a snap link called 
a carabiner, which is what you 
pass the rope through. The rope 
is five-eighths inch nylon, 150 
feet long, with a tensile strength 
of 3000 pounds. Finally, there is 
your ice ax. Clothing should com- 
bine lightness and warmth. You 
are now ready to climb a moun- 
tain. 5 


trying to set a record of 54 peaks 
in 54 days in the summer of 1958. 
“A lot. of people have climbed 


all the peaks in a lifetime of © 


climbing, and some in a year or 
two,” he said. 

“I had wanted to try it ever 
since I was in high school. When 
I learned it had been done in 
one summer, I decided to try to 
do it in 54 days.” 

He started out in the early 
summer of 1958, but on the fif- 
teenth peak he had to jump from 
one ledge to another to avoid a 
rock fall, and sprained his ankle. 

That autumn he came back to 
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ent routes up the Matterhorn, all 
of varying degrees of toughness. 
I climbed the easiest one. But 
it was fun, anyway. 

“The Alps represent one ex- 
treme in mountain climbing: the 
vertical. The Colorado peaks are 
mostly long, hard walking with, 
now and then, extreme vertical 
difficulties and some ice slopes.” 

McCarty went back last sum- 
mer. First he mapped out a 
schedule which would get him 
from peak to peak with the least 
waste of time. On July 6 he 
tackled two peaks, Sunlight and 
Windom, in lower Colorado. He 
traveled as near to them as he 
could by jeep and then had to 
take a narrow-gauge railroad. 
Because of the time lost in travel 
both ways, it took him three 
days. The fourth day he rested 
and on the fifth day he climbed 
three in one day, which brought 
him back on schedule. 

So it went, traveling from 
peak to peak. “I was on and off 
schedule a half dozen times,” he 
said. “Once I was five days 
ahead of schedule, having done 
four in one day.” 


The chief imponderable in 
trying to set a record like this 
is the weather. “It’s an expe- 
rience you don’t forget, to be 
in a lightning storm on one of 
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would have failed again. One 
day he almost gave up. He was 
on his second peak of the day. 
Climbing was tough, because of 
loose rock, ‘‘Not only that,’’ he 
said, “‘but I had a backache, a 
side ache and a headache. I 
was almost ready to call the 
whole thing off.” 

But after a good night's sleep 
he felt better and was off again. 
He came closest to danger on 
Little Bear Peak. He was stand- 
ing on a ledge, which suddenly 
gave way. He felt it starting to 
go and leaped to another ledge 
just in time. He hung on and 
watched the rocks he had been 
standing on plunge 500 feet down. 

It was on Grizzly Peak he had 
sprained his ankle the year be- 
fore, and Grizzly Peak seemed 
still out to get him. He was near 
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fell out of his pocket and dis- 
appeared far below. He went 
on to the top, and when he came 
down he tried to start the vehicle 
by shorting the ignition wires. 
It didn’t work and he was 20 
miles from the nearest help, in 
Aspen. A sheepherder happened 
along in a truck and towed him 
into town, 


The last peak was Long’s 
Peak in Rocky Mountain National 
Park, 14,285 feet high. Several 
climbers have lost their lives on 
Long’s Peak. McCarty was a 
day ahead of schedule. 

By this time, he discovered, 
his race with time had attracted 
a lot of attention and many Colo- 
rado newspapers and radio sta- 
tions were giving daily bulletins 
on his progress. 
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azine had arrived by this time 
and he was going to accompany 
McCarty on the last climb. “He 
changed his mind after we had 
gone part way up,” McCarty 
laughed, “‘and decided to wait for 
me. When I came back he met 
me with a bottle of bourbon, and 
I think it took about six hours 
to get the rest of the way back 
down the mountain. We cele- 
brated far into the night, but I 
figured I had it coming.” , 

McCarty’s only regret is, now 
that he’s a junior in the School 
of Dentistry, he is going to have 
to spend next summer in the 
clinic, and won’t get to climb all 
the big ones. “It’s a sport that’s 
too little known,” he says.
